SUBJ: Discrepancies in U.S. Intelligence Community Data on Shipping 

to Cuba (U) 

REF: (a) USIB-AM-63/14 dtd 15 Mar 63 

1. In response to the reference action memorandum a review has been 
made by ONI and CIA of the procedures followed in the production of 
intelligence reports on ship arrivals in Cuba* 

2. ONI and CIA have reached an agreement that xjill resolve differences 
in reporting at the SECRET level by the adoption of agreed criteria 
and coordination of intelligence on this subject. 

3. Heretofore ONI reporting to the Department of State at the SECRET 
level and CIA reporting at all-source levels have resulted in some minor 
differences. In the future, such differences will be resolved insofar 
as practical prior to reporting at an all-source level. In order to 
establish a firm base line for agreed reporting of this kind it will be 
necessary to use as a cut-off date the 5th day of the month following 
collection of the information on Sino-Soviet Bloc shipping and the 10th 
day of the month for firm Free World figures. Thus the 10th day of the . 
month is considered the appropriate cut-off date for the reporting of all 
shipping.
